Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1 ,8,9,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Suzuki et al (EP0738064). 

4. Suzuki a method for demodulating at least one of a received phase and 
amplitude modulated signal comprising: deriving from the received signal a first 
sequence or samples representative of the phase of the received signal; deriving from 
the received signal a second sequences of samples representative of the received 
signal envelope; combining respective ones of the first of samples and second of 
samples to output a composite sequences of samples representative of the received 
signal and demodulating the composite sequence of samples. The received signal 
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comprises a TDMA signal, (see page 4, line 19; page 6, line 31-37; page 7, line 9-13 
and page 8, line 10-19) 

5. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Tamba et al (WO97/01908). 

6. Tamba discloses an apparatus arranged to receive at least one of a phase and 
amplitude modulated signal comprising: means arranged to derive from the received 
signal first sequence of samples representative of the phase of the received signal; 
means arranged to derive from the received signal a second sequence of samples 
representative of the received signal envelop and means arranged to combine 
respective ones of the first sequences of samples and second sequence of samples 
and to out put a demodulated representative of the received signal, (see claims 9-19 
and figs. 22 and 29) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-7,10-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
